William B. Bankhend of Alabama to 
take his place. 


The president's secretary said that 


the trip to Texas would be made but 
the starting tjme would probably be 
moved up. 


Plans of the president between bu- 


rial services and the first speaking 
stop of his western trip at Little Rock 
June 10, was hold in abeyance. 


The senate Friday called a halt in 


the tax program debate. Loaders said 
the senate would adjourn until after 
the funeral hour. 


Expressions of shock and grief at

Is Stricken Suddenly 


WASHINGTON —(IP)— Joseph Wel- 


lington Byrns, 
66, speaker of the 


House of Representatives, died at 12,15 
a. m. E. S. T. Thursday from a heart 
attack followed by a cerebral hemor- 
rhage.

"Speaker 
Byrnjj suffered a heart 


attack at 5:30 p. m. Wednesday after- 
noon," the physician said. "At 11 p. 
in., he suffered a cerebral hemorrhage 
and at 12:15 a. m., he died." 


Death 
occurred in the speaker's 


apartment in the Mayflower hotel. 
The White House was informed im- 
mediately, and, the news relayed to 
other officials. 


No Sign of Illness 


The speaker was at his accustomed 


post in the House Wednesday. He 
showed no signs of illness, nor did 
those clo.se to him report any inkling 
that he was ill. 


He returned to his 
apartment in 


midafternoon, shortly after it was de- 
cided to adjourn the House then out 
of respect to Representative A. Piatt 
Andrew, Massachusetts 
Republican, 


who died in his home state Tuesday 
night. 


Byrns, himself, followed in sudden 


death the passing of his predecessor, 


Dr. Calver said that Dr. E. M. El- 


lison, was called soon after his "cere- 
bral accident" late Wednesday after- 
noon.

ST. LOUIS, Mo—More than 30 per 


cent of the approximately three mil- 
lion dollars paid by the Frisco Rail- 
way in taxes for 1935 went for school 
taxes, it was announced here Thurs- 
day. 


The railroad paid a total of $3,009,- 


797.44 in taxes to the nine states which 
it serves. Of this sum, $1,197,569.81 was 
for school taxes. State taxes amount- 
ed to $234.414.31; county taxes, $635,- 
678.84; road taxes, $485,821.87; city 
taxes, $297,787.01 , and special 
taxes, 


$158,525.60. 


Of the total tax payment, $306,871.62 


went to the State of Arkansas. It was 
distributed over 19 counties and 60 
cities and was applied as follows: 
state taxes, $70,084.91; county, $48,372.95; 
road, $23,992,49; school, $133,824.06; city, 
$8,289.33; and special, $22,307.88. 


Of the $306,871.62 in taxes which the 


Frisco paid in Arkansas, a total of 
$6,479.11 was paid in Hempstead coun- 
ty, including the city of Hope. Hemp- 
stead county was paid $801.88 for its 
general tax; $1,395.26 in slate taxes; 
$481.13 for road tax; $2,886.75 in school 
taxes. A city tax of $103.34 and spec- 
ial tax of $810.75 was paid to Hope.

Threat to Cotton 


S u r p l u s Problem Faces 


Settlement Unless 


Rains Received 


ATLANTA.—(#>)—Drouth threatened 


Wednesday to help settle the cotton 
surplus problem the hard way. 


Commission house buyers said a 


record 50-day dry spell in the south- 
east might accomplish what formal 
crop curtailment programs had fail- 
ed to do—create normal trade chan- 
nels for approximately three and one- 
half million bales held by the gov- 
ernment. 


That is the average annual produc- 


tion of the four states hardest hit by 
the drouth—Alabama, Georgia, and 
the Carolinas. 


Weather-beaten farmers hoped, how- 


ever, that rains would come soon to 
restore life to their dusty fields. 


Meterologists agreed that abundant 


moisture within the next few days 
would save much of the cotton and 
other crops of tobacco, corn, hay, 
fruits and truck. 


While the drouth went into (ts 


eighth week, southern congressmen 
launched a movement in Washington 
to obtain quick federal aid for strick- 
en farmers. 


The representatives called together 


by meprcsentative ulmor of South 
Carolina, decided to obtain specific 
information and present their plea to 
Secretary Wallace. 


Mcterologist George W, Mindling of 


Atlanta said complete crop failure was 
indicated in some counties of Central 
Georgia, without helpful rain since 
early April. 


"There is still no rain in sight," said 


Mindling.

Egg yolk also may be given at an ex- 
ceedingly early age, since it is the 
source of many essential food sub- 
stances. 


Do not change the baby's food every 


time it has a symptom. When the 
child seems to be suffering with a di- 
gestive disturbance, a much better 
rule is to stop all food at once and 
call a doctor. 


Whether a baby should be forced to 


eat certain foods if it does not like 
them is, even yet, a matter of con- 
siderable debate among experts. There 
are two schools of thought. One group 
of psychologists insists that children 
should be taught to eat everything. 


Allergists—those specializing in the 


study of sensitivities—assert, however, 
that persistent refusal of any single 
food indicates the child may have 
some sensitivity to that food and is 
better off without it. 


Since many of the foods which con- 


tain vitamins and mineral salts in 
profusion are not necessarily sweet 
or appetizing, and since children are 
likely to eye them askance, the moth- 
er should make certain that the child 
is really sensitive to a food before she 
accepts the idea that sensitivity is re- 
sponsible.

The two younger 
children, a girl and a boy-baby be- 
came the gods of the house and from 
thpt time on he took a back seat. He 
stopped the rapid development, unin- 
terrupted for his first few years. 


His parents had not noticed the 


change at first, then one day the little 
fellow's mother spoke to me about it. 


Circumscribed by Others 


"I can't imagine what has come over 


Harry," she said. "He has no life in 
him at all. He doesn't sqem to be in- 
terested in anything much any more. 
.Sometimes I think he is not well." 


I asked a few questions, and grad- 


ually the picture was unfolded. I was 
pretty sure that Harry suffered from 
too much family. 


Later I asked her if there was any- 


one her son could visit for a while. 
She didn't like to send him away when 
he wasn't eating and \vas losing 
weight, she said. Also he cried a good 
bit these days and seemed to want her. 


However, there was an aunt who 


asked to have Harry. His mother had 
not approved of him going because 
he mustn't learn to be selfish and ex- 
pect to be chosen before the others 
who were too little yet to be visiting 
on their own. When they were old 
enough, all three could go. 


Prescription for Llstlessness 


"Do you know," I commented, "I 


believe you are wrong about that? 
I'd try Harry on a visit by himself 
and see what it does for him. In your 
family life, the younger children have 
needed your time and attention. They 
get most of the notice, as babies will, 
and although I wouldn't call it jeal- 
ousy, at the same time Harry may 
have a feeling that he is not so vei-y 
important any more. 


"Try him where he doesn't feel 


any 'pull-back'; where he can be free 
to be himself and not always one of a 
bunch. Later I would let the others 
have the same chance once in a while. 
All children must feel the same as 
grown-ups, that it is good to get away 
to be one's own self someplace in the 
world." 


So the boy went to his aunt. He 


ate and slept and was a different child 
altogether. A month did so much for 
his peace of soul, it helped his henllh. 
And so, although I do think that fam- 
ilies are good for each other, I must 
confess that indiviually they need va- 
cations as well, when it is possible to 
have it so. If not for a month, per- 
haps for a day now and then. A trip 
to town, for instance, can include one 
child at a time.

His informality 
went with him to Washington. When 
he became chairman of the House Ap- 
propritions Committee in 1931, he an- 
nounced that "there is no place foi 
politics in my committee. I want to 
run it in a folksy way." 


Formal social life did not appeal to 


him, 
either here or in Washington, 


and he and Mrs. Byrns took little pan 
in social nfairs on either city. Bu 
informal gatherings, particularly with 
young people, whom he liked and un- 
derstood, gave him a great amount, of 
pleasure. 


Chose Law as Profession 


Byrns decided early in life thnt he 


wanted to be a lawyer. "Old Judge 
John W. Judd, laler appointed to the 
Territorial Supreme Court of Utah, 
was a friend of my father," he once 
toldi interviewers in explaining his 
choice. 


"He used to come to our house and 


talk, for hours at a time. I would lis- 
ten. 
And ][ was so impressed that I 


decided early that I wanted to be a 
lawyer." 


"Uncle Joe," as he liked to be call- 


ed, was a Mason and member of sev- 
eral other fraternal orders. He be- 
longed to the Methodist church.

A QUARTER 
century after th« 


** American 
Revolution, Eng- 


land entered a European conflict 
which led hir to impress Ameri- 
can seamen for her navy. James 
Madison, one of the framers o£ 
the ; new 
Constitution, 
became 


president in 1809 and tried vainly 
to settle the issue with England 
peaceably. 
But impressment con- 


tinued, and in 1812 Madison de- 
clared war—the first war of the 
United States since its independ- 
ence. It lasted two years, and it 
established 
American 
rights on 


the seas. 


Madison was one of Thomas 


Jefferson's disciples and a leader 
of 
the 
Jeffersonian 
party. 
He 


had been secretary of state under 
Jefferson for the entire two terms. 
Thanks to his knowledge of short- 
hand, the proceedings of the con- 
vention of 1787, which framed the 
Federal Constitution, have been 
saved for posterity. 


In his second term, Madison 


approved the establishment of a 
national bank, after having ve- 
toed 
the 
measure 
previously. 


When his {crm 
ended in 1817, 
he retired. 
He 


died in 1836, at 
the age of 85. 
His portrait ap- 
pears on the $2 
stamp, first is- 
sued 
in 1894, 


then in 1903.
